Ever since he commenctd to winter at 
Madison, Foster has had a desire to own a 
race track, but he never tv the opportun- 
ity until the Sportsman's Park venture 
presented itself. It did not cost much to 
turn the ball park ‘nto a race track. 
The grand stand was already there and 
Lieut. v. J. B. O'Meara graded the ground 
for the race track proper. Stables for 
about 200 horses were bullt jusf west of the 
park and one set of bleachers was moved 
across the diamond. The _ betting ring is 
untier the stand... It had to be enclosed and 
part of the grand stand will also have to 
be closed in. 

The track opened Saturday with five books. 
A young man named McConnell is running 
them. Foster starts his own horses over 
the track and they generally get beat when 
the public expects them to ,win. .Saturday 
four. started. All were favorites and all 
were beaten. Foster bet $200 on .Sullross 
in the last race, and the “suckers” followed 
his money. Sullross was beaten and after 
the race many were unchar'itable enough 
to say that Sullross’ owner was “capping” 
for the bookmakers.  Sullresgs, at 6 to 6, 
was beaten again ~Wednesday and there 
was the same diseontent. 

This is the character of ‘short’ that St.

support for an army of people, who are 
ordinarily classified as vagrants, and a 
means of destruction for men and women 
who are weak enough and silly enough to 
patronize it.
